Tournament History 


In order to determine a recognized state champion and 
to select the team or teams to represent the Catholic Schools 
of Indiana in the National Catholic Basketball Tournament 
annually sponsored by Loyola University in Chicago, the 
first state tournament was held in 1928 at Indianapolis with 
Cathedral High School as host. Conceived in the mind of 
Brother William, C.S.C., then director of athletics of 
Cathedral, an outstanding exponent of athletics in general 
and a great lover of basketball in particular, the tourney has 
created a bond of union among the widely scattered Catholic 
High Schools of Indiana, 


The success of the first venture resulted in the founda- 
tion of the Indiana Catholic High School Athletic Asso- 
ciation four years later. Immediately upon its formation, 
the I. C. H. S. A. A. took over the direction of the State 
Basketball Tournament. This. association by its constitution 
and rules of eligibility has raised the calibre of sportsman- 
ship among all our schools and gained the favorable rec- 
ognition of state public school association, the [. H. S. A. A. 
Competing annually in friendly rivalry, the interest in the 
tournament has grown in proportion and significance with 
each year until now it is recognized. as the outstanding 
athletic event of the basketball season for the Catholic High 
Schools of Indiana. 


Cathedral topped a field of thirteen teams, defeating 
St. Mary's of Anderson, to win the first tournament, and 
repeated in 1928 defeating Central Catholic of Fort Wayne. 
The following year the tourney was held in the Armory in 
Indianapolis with the Commodores of Decatur copping the 
title, dropping Jasper in the windup. Eleven teams entered

ington was declared the winner by a nose—the nose being 
a one-point victory over Cathedral in the final game. 

The 1932 Catholic State Tournament was the first to 
be held under the guidance of the newly-organized I. C. H. 
S. A. A. giving it the official recognition of the Indiana 
High School Athletic Association. That year Cathedral won 
permanent possession of the Bishop Noll-Bishop_ Ritter 
Trophy when they defeated Jasper Academy in the finals. 

Trouncing Vincennes in the final game, Cathedral re- 
peated their previous year’s performance and then went on 
to win the National Championship at Loyola in 1934. 

In 1935 the tournament was moved to Fort Wayne, 
there having been no tournament held the preceding year. 
Eight teams entered the meet which was held in the Cen- 
tral High School gymnasium. St. Mary’s of Huntington, 
now called Huntington Catholic, captured first honors by 
nosing out the “Irish’’ of Fort Wayne in the last minute 
of the game which had: the spectators in a frenzy. The 
1936 tournament saw the rise of St. Mary’s of Anderson, a 
small but mighty five which won three consecutive utles 
(1936-1937-1938) defeating Memorial of Evansville in the 
finals on each occasion and gaining permanent possession 
of the coveted trophy. 

The “Irish” of Fort Wayne came into their own and 
ran away with the 1939 hoop classic defeating Cathedral 
of Indianapolis in the final fray. Central Catholic main- 
tained their pace, winning the National Crown two wecks 
later at Chicago. 

In 1940 the “Irish repeated their previous year per- 
formance beating Collegeville in the finals and again win- 
ning the National Title. 

Thirteen teams have entered the 1941 Tournament and 
are impatiently awaiting the starting whistle. The ofhcers 
of the I. C. H. S. A. A. are deeply grateful to all loyal 
friends of our Catholic schools who have helped to make 
this thirteenth annual tournament a success.
